Agent Reports Wheat Damage 


From Greenbugs, Grain Mites 


G reenbugs 
and 
w inter 
grain m ites are causing 
considerable damage to some 
wheat fields in parts of the 
county, says Jones County 
E xtension 
Agent, 
Kirby 
Clayton 
The greenbugs and mites 
are causing yellow ing in 
some spots and some w heat is 
severely stunted from these 
pests 
In some few cases, 
small spots of wheat appear 
to tx* dying says Clayton 
The winter 
grain 
mites 
range in size from I 32 to 1-16 
inch long and its body is dark 
brown to black 
The mites 
feed p rim arily at 
night, 
remaining around the base of 
the plant during the day Mite 
activity is retarded during 
hot, dry periods w ith great est 
dam age 
o e e u rn g during 
w inter and early spring 
months 
The green bug is e small 
plant lice type insect which 


sucks sap from the plants and 
injects toxins The greenbug 
reproduces rapidly at tem ­ 
peratures of 55-95 degrees F 
but 
its 
natu ral 
enem ies 
m ultiply 
slowly 
w here

Although cattlem en are 
concerned with Keeping costs 
at a minimum due to current 
m arket prices there is one 
investment that continues to 
pay big dividends the cost of 
pregnancy testing

pregnancy testing cows 
- 
about ll to *1 50 per head 
This is a small investment 
that can save hundreds of 
dollars points out Kirby 
Clayton, count agent for the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service 
. 
Just how much can cat­ 
tlemen save with pregnancy 
testing'’ The cost of testing 
cows at weaning in a 100-cow 
herd would be offset by a 
11.170 savings if 90 per cent of 
the cows bred and the open 
cows were kept until the next 
breeding With a 70 per cent 
breeding rate, the savings 
could m us hr ooh to 13 MO 
Once cows are tested and 
found to be open, the wise 
decision is to move them to 
market, 
contends 
Clayton 
Although curren’ prices are 
low. open cows need ’o be 
removed from the herd as 
quickly as possible to reduce 
overhead and minimize costs 
With a 70 per cent potential 
'calf crop, a cattlemen who 
retains his open cows 
in 
anticipation of higher prices 


is losing money. Just to break 
even, cow prices would have 
to rise by more than 19 50 per 
hundred weight over their 
current level
